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REMINISCENCES. 



Our dear brother, Wm. C. Longstreth, was bom on 
the 1 2th of 3d month, 1 821, in Philadelphia. He was 
a beautiful infant, with fair complexion, blue eyes, and 
rosy cheeks — ^always our great delight. As months 
passed on, his very lovely temper and great tender- 
ness of feeling, were manifested. His mind developed 
early. When very young, he entered a school taught 
by a very loveable person, Rachel Pierce; but he 
always studied at home under the instruction of his 
sisters, with whom he commenced learning Latin 
when he was six years old. This was real hard 
study; for he began Liber Primus the same year, and 
Viri Romae the year following. Virgil he commenced 
on his birth-day in 1829, when he was eight years old. 
He was full of life and spirit, engaged in play with 
great zest — ^a real boy — ready to extricate another 
boy's kite from the roof of a neighbor's house. 

Always kind and obliging, he used to render little 
services to a very aged German neighbor, Ellen 
Myers, who invoked the blessing of our Heavenly 
Father on her young friends. Many a blessing has 
undoubtedly come to them in answer to her prayers. 



The pet of the whole family, he was especially a 
darling with our aunt Anna S. Collins, who lived with 
us. When we were preparing to open school in the 
Fall of 1829, our beloved mother was very ill at 
Greenway, and aunt Anna felt weighed down with 
care; he perceived this, and said to her: " Aunt Anna, 
I know something that will comfort thee," and 
repeated to her the whole of Newton's beautiful 
hymn, "The Lord will provide/* He was then only 
eight years old. 

He attended the monthly meeting school of the 
Southern District, taught by Thomas Booth and his 
brother Henry Longstreth, and then entered Haver- 
ford School, afterwards Haverford College, as soon as 
it was opened. Here his excellent conduct made him 
a general favorite. He graduated with honor in 1838. 
He was the first of the graduates to receive a diploma. 
He always retained a warm interest in the Institution, 
of which he was a valued manager for many years, 
to the end of his life. 

While he was at the College, the students were a 
happy band ; seven cousins of the Collins family were 
there at one time. Several of them were so delighted 
with a country life that they resolved to be farmers ; 
he was the only one who carried this intention into 
effect. He lived with Aaron Sharpless in 1839 ^^^ 
1840, where he learned to do every kind of farm-, 
work, and spent a year with Isaac Newton to learn to 
prepare and sell the produce of a dairy-farm. In 
1838 he took a delightful journey to Niagara Falls 
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with his aunt A. S. Collins and his sister Mary Anna, 
and another in 1842 to Boston, the White Mountains, 
Lake Champlain, Lake George, Springfield and New 
Haven. These were times of great enjoyment and 
refreshment to him. 

In loth month, 1842, he purchased Locust Grove, 
a farm of sixty acres in Springfield, Delaware Co., 
to which he devoted himself assiduously. His family 
in the city enjoyed greatly having him to lodge with 
them every week. Aunt Anna was often with him in 
Summer, his sister Susan was in the habit of returning 
with him on 7th day, and staying till 2nd day. Joseph 
Evans and his family, Thomas Evans, and other 
Friends were very kind to him, always making him 
welcome at their houses. 

Locust Grove was much improved in every way. 
Good cultivation, a new bam and piazzas, trees and 
shrubbery, added to the beauty and comfort of his 
home, which was highly enjoyed by his family as a 
change from their city home. 

In the fall of 1848, his happiness was completed by 
his marriage with Abby Ann Taylor, a daughter of 
Benjamin and Sarah M. Taylor, of Wheatland farm, 
near Mt. Holly, N. J. She was the sharer of every 
joy, and more than doubled every blessing. It must 
have cost her fond parents no small struggle of feeling 
to part with their beloved daughter, but they were 
well assured that Divine guidance had been prayer- 
fully sought for years in reference to this important 
step, and that the blessing of the Highest accompanied 



it. No son-in-law was ever more loved, enjoyed and 
appreciated, and fully was their testimony borne to 
his value. It gave him great pleasure to render them 
every assistance in his power, and they relied upon 
his judgment. Five of their children, Benjamin, 
Thomas, William, Henry and Charles, were given to 
them at Locust Grove. So happy was their home, 
that their fond mother thought no other could equal it. 
But an injury caused by a fall in the barn made it 
improper for our brother to do hard work, and induced 
him to enter into another kind of business. He 
accepted the situation of Secretary and Treasurer of 
the Williamsport and Elmira R. R., sold Locust 
Grove, and came to reside in 4th month, 1858, at 
Greenway farm, the former home of our beloved aunt 
Susan Longstreth. Here he and his wife entered at 
once into the work of the Greenway Sabbath School, 
for which the services of Maurice A. Wurts were 
secured as Superintendent, and under his excellent 
management the school increased rapidly, became a 
model of good order, and has always been a great 
blessing to the neighborhood. The whole family took 
part in it as soon as the children were old enough. 
The neighborhood had been ungodly. Just at this 
time, the Young Men's Christian Association were 
establishing prayer-meetings throughout the the city. 
One was opened at the school-house where the 
Sabbath School was held. Wm. G. Crowell, John 
Wanamaker, John Watt, Justice Seldomridge, James 
Grant and others were assiduous in their attendance. 



Many a soul will give thanks through all eternity for 
this opportunity of grace. These excellent workers 
became warm friends of the family, and have always 
so continued. 

Two daughters, Mary and Sarah, were added to 
the family at Greenway, bearing the names of the 
two beloved grandmothers. All the children were 
taught implicit obedience before they were thsee 
months old, and the habit thus early formed, became 
the rule for life, so that the wish of the parents was 
the law of the household, and there was no clashing 
of views — ^the Father always ready to consult the 
Mother's judgment — ^the Mother always choosing to 
yield to the Father's views. The harmony and happy 
family feeling were a power for good to all within 
their influence. The wills of both parents being en- 
tirely submissive to the known will of their Heavenly 
Father, all were united in seeking to know and to do 
His commands. So this family was set on a hill 
from which all their neighbors could see their light, 
and unite with them in glorifying Him who had made 
them and given Himself for them. 

Dr. Edward Rhoads and his brother William were 
teachers in the Sabbath School for several years. For 
seven years his sister Susan went out regularly to teach 
a Bible class. B. B. Comegys also had a Bible class to 
which he devoted much time and prayerful thought. 
James Boyd was Superintendent for several years. 
The friendships thus formed were steadfast through- 
out their lives. Brother William was Superintendent 
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until he was obliged (on account of ill health) to 
give it up for a trip to Europe. He also had the 
charge of a Bible class for young men, and greatly 
enjoyed teaching the blessed truths of our holy re- 
ligion. 

In 1865 his beloved Mother's life closed — s. life of 
devotion to her children's interest and happiness. 
She was an humble Christian, very diffident of her- 
self, but a firm believer in her Saviour. Her end was 
unclouded peace. 

For nine years they occupied the old house at Green- 
way as a residence, as it was at a convenient distance 
from the business portion of the city, while other locali- 
ties were thought of to accommodate the growing 
family; but every effort to change their place of abode 
failed, and it became clear to our brother's mind that 
Kingsessing was the place for him to live and work in. 
He therefore built the present family home, Ingleside, 
which contributed largely to the comfort and happi- 
ness of the latter years of his life. 

He had devoted his energy and business talents 
with such faithfulness to the Williamsport and Elmira 
R. R., that after the Provident Life and Trust Co. 
was formed, he was made its first Vice-President, and 
a most happy connection it proved. His uniform 
courtesy and suavity of manner rendered him a gen- 
eral favorite. All whose business brought them to 
consult him, were at once attracted to him, felt their 
confidence increased and strengthened by his reas- 
suring advice, evident ability, and knowledge of busi- 



ness, and the Company felt the great value of their 
trusted officer. 

His constant cheerfulness and brightness made him 
an attractive addition to every circle. He was the 
life of the family party. Conversation was his special 
forte. His mind laid hold at once of the point of a 
story, which his ready memory could always repro- 
duce when wanted. In 1868 his physician, Dr. E. 
Rhoads, insisted on his going to Europe, believing 
that a whole summer's rest would entirely restore 
his health; and great benefit did result from it. It 
was very hard for him to be separated so long from 
his beloved wife, but she could not leave the infant 
daughter Anna, who had but a few months before 
been added to their family. Her health had been 
uniformly good, but a period of intense heat suddenly 
deprived us of this cherished treasure after an illness 
of a few hours. It was a severe trial to both parents 
that she should be taken during her father's absence. 

His sister Susan was his companion on this journey, 
and shared in the joy of his return to his delightful 
home in greatly improved health. 

In 1st month, 1871, his youngest son Edward was 
added to the cluster of olive plants around their table. 

Their dbmmodious residence at Ingleside gave aunt 
Anna great pleasure. She had not expected to live 
to see it completed, and the six weeks she spent there 
in the summer of 1871, were among the happiest of 
her life. She much enjoyed listening to her darling 
nephew's clear explanations of Bible truths, and grad- 
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ually became able to appropriate to herself the pro- 
mises of the Gospel, which comforted her to the close 
of her life in the following year. 

In early life not only were his views of Christian 
truth remarkably correct, but he had given his heart 
to his Saviour; yet for the last twenty-two years of 
his life he accepted the Gospel offers of salvation more 
heartily than ever before, and rejoiced in the belief 
that he was accepted of the Lord and safe in Him, — 
safe while in Him. Few persons held the balance of 
the Sanctuary so evenly, with no presumption, yet 
with no servile fear. And when commissioned of the 
Lord to invite his fellow men to come taste and see 
how good the Lord is, he held out no false hope, 
he proposed no easier way, but gave the full invitation. 
Yet they must come, must surrender their wills, must 
obey ; and he made the truth so clear, that many were 
enabled to lay hold of it at once, as he set it plainly 
before them. For fifteen years his fellow members of 
Darby Meeting had the privilege of hearing from his 
lips this clear presentation of the Truth as it is in 
Christ Jesus our Lord. His ministry was so valued 
that the meeting doubled in size, many in the neigh- 
borhood embracing the opportunity of hearing the 
simple truths of the Gospel fully proclaimed. And 
during visits to Newport, Baltimore, New York and 
Iowa, his ministry was fully sanctioned by his friends. 

The Sabbath School in which his beloved wife and 
children had long labored with such good result, hav- 
ing by this time outgrown its accommodations, which 
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were also needed by the Public school for its own use, 
he made a strong effort to secure funds for a new build- 
ing, and with the assistance of his relatives and friends, 
succeeded in erecting a large, convenient edifice for 
the Greenway Sabbath School, Mothers' meetings, 
Sewing school and Temperance work — a monument 
that will perpetuate his memory as a devoted Chris- 
tian, earnest in working for the salvation of his neigh- 
bors. He took a warm interest in Friends* First 
Day School Conference from its beginning, and was 
Chairman of its Executive Committee to the close 
of his life. 

In 1880 the happiness of the family was still fur- 
ther increased by the marriage of his son Thomas to 
Lucy Branson, in which our dear brother took great 
pleasure. 

In the 8th month, he enjoyed his two weeks* visit 
to Newport with great zest, the sailing on the Bay and 
drives on the Beach, and when he left to return home, 
said he had never felt better in his life. But he took 
cold on the journey, and from that time suffered from 
occasional attacks of pain, which, however, were by 
no means alarming. It was not until the latter part 
of 1st month, 1881, that his pain increased so as to 
detain him at home for a few days. On the 19th of 
2nd month, accompanied by his wife, he went in a 
steamer to Old Point Comfort, Va., hoping that the 
short sea-voyage would remove an attack of jaundice, 
which was accompanied by great irritation of the 
skin. In this he was disappointed, and returned in a 
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few days, feeling that home with its many comforts 
was the most desirable place for him. Here with his 
beloved wife, assiduously devoted to him, he remained 
quietly, at first able to read and to listen to the read- 
ing of the Bible and Geikie*s Life of Christ, with 
much interesting conversation about the topics men- 
tioned in them. Six weeks of perfect rest and com- 
munion with her whom he so fondly loved, will 
always be remembered as an especial blessing. As 
his weakness increased, the reading was gradually 
shortened, but there was so little suffering that his 
family were blind to the dangerous nature of his 
illness. His children had the great satisfaction of 
contributing to his comfort, taking turns in sitting 
up with him, two dividing the night between them. 
The increase of weakness was so gradual that the 
giving up of occupation, and even of conversation, 
seemed to be simply a matter of precaution not to 
waste his strength, so that they could not believe that 
he was approaching the valley of the shadow of 
death. When at last they realized that this was 
the case, they felt without the slightest doubt that 
his Saviour was with him every step of the way, 
leading him gently and safely to his home in Heaven, 
to be forever with the Lord, so that all murmuring 
was hushed in the full belief that with Him all is well 
forever. It was on the 25 th of the 4th month that he 
entered into rest. 

The day of his interment was a time of great favor, 
cool and perfectly beautiful, blessed with the sensible 
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presence of the Lord, bringing over the large assem- 
bly of friends a calmness in harmony with the peace 

into which our beloved one had entered.

Notes taken from memory after the funeral of William 
C, Longstretk. 4. mo,, 28, 1881, 

A. E. Winn: 

" 'Then said the Jews, Behold how He loved 
him.* Sitting here this morning under the shadow 
of the Rock, which Rock is Christ, I have thought 
how these words have been verified in the life of the 
dear friend, whose irreparable loss we mourn to-day ; 
a loss not only to his family, and to the dear one who 
has been so faithfully and closely at his side in the 
nearest relation of life through so many years, but 
also to the community in which he lived. I have 
been reminded in contemplating the life of this dear 
friend, of the home at Bethany, of the beloved Lazarus ; 
how often Christ had walked and talked with him, 
and how frequently His presence had been with him 
in his home. While we deeply feel the loss of our 
beloved friend, can we not also see how greatly that 
love was manifested in the summons which he has so 
recently received to 'enter into the joy of his Lord.' 
And he was found clothed in his marriage garments, 
and ready to enter into the guest-chamber above, to 
go no more out forever."

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James M. Crowell: 

"Two verses from the writings of the Apostle 
Paul in his epistle to the Thessalonians, have been in 
my mind to-day, where he said concerning those who 
are dead: ' But I would not have you to be ignorant, 
brethren, concerning them which are asleep, that ye 
sorrow not even as others which have no hope, for if 
we believe that Jesus died and rose again, even so 
them also which sleep in Jesus, will God bring with 
Him.' Here we see the thought of sleep brought before 
us, and these words comfort us with our sure belief 
in the resurrection of the dead. And we turn to the 
Apocalypse of John, and there we find the words: 
* Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth — ^yea, sa,ith the Spirit, that they may rest 
from their labors, and their works do follow them.' 
In this we have the thought of rest, and so, Peace 
and Rest are the thoughts which come before us, as 
we remember those which ' sleep in Jesus.' 

" There is a peace for the believer in this world, but 
how different is this, from the supreme peace and rest 
of the blessed dead, who * die in the Lord.' Of no 
one in this world can it be said, that they are entirely 
blessed; it is true that, 'blessed is the man whose 
transgression is forgiven, whose sin is covered,'

in the Lord.' And so it may be said, that but 07ie of 
this large company is truly blessed, and that is the 
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one whose face, so calm in death, we have looked 
upon. ' Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from 
their labors and their works do follow them/ Their 
works do not go before them in the sense of justifica- 
tion; ah, no: and no one would more fully disclaim 
any such merit than our beloved friend and brother; 
his whole trust was in the * precious blood of Christ,' 
the Spirit saith: 'their works do follow them/ 

"'Blessed are they which do His commandments, 
that they may have right to the tree of life, and may 
enter in through the gates into the city.' 

" As I have looked up in thought this morning to 
those Golden Gates, through which our beloved friend 
has just passed, I have longed for all of us who have 
gathered here to-day, that when it comes to be with 
MS as it is with him, and when our friends gather 
around us to look upon our faces, still and cold in 
death, they may say of each one of us, * he sleeps in 
Jesus, — she sleeps in Jesus.' " 



Andrew Longacre: 

" It is my privilege to give my testimony, as a 
minister of Christ, to the loving Christian fellowship, 
which I have so long enjoyed with this dear brother, 
who has been so esteemed and valued, not only es- 
teemed. and valued, but truly and deeply loved. Some 
of you may have known hinri better than I, none 
hofiored him more. 
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" I have rarely met with anyone who upheld with 
such clearness of vision, and with such definiteness oi 
expression, the extent of spiritual truth ; but while he 
held so firmly the views of his own denomination, he 
had also that large charity that includes us cdl^ which 
enabled him to enjoy true Christian fellowship with 
all those 'who love the Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity.* 
This fellowship has been as a foretaste of the fellow- 
ship which we hope to enjoy in heaven, where all our 
little differences of opinion will seem so small in the 
light of the great truth of the value of each immortal 
soul/'

Edward L. Scull: 

"I have been reminded in contemplating the 
Christian life of our dear friend, of the charge of our

Dr. J. E. Rhoads, 
reminding us of "the building from God, a house not 
made with hands, eternal in the heavens," and the 
prayer of our dear friend, John B. Garrett, which 
included thanksgiving for the blessing of the life of 
our beloved one and his sweet companionship, and a 
renewed consecration of our whole selves to the 
service of our blessed Lord ! 
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Among many letters of tender sympathy received 
by the family at this time, was one from Thomas 
Chase, President of Haverford College, of which the 
following is an extract : 

" I feel so much indebted to the life and example of 
thy dear departed husband, that I must beg to be 
permitted to express my deep sympathy with his wife 
and children in their great bereavement. No man 
that I ever knew, exemplified more fully in his daily 
life 'the beauty of holiness.' He was a model of 
every Christian grace, and indeed a * living epistle.' 
Wherever he went, he bore by word and deed, an 
unfailing testimony for his Lord and Master, and 
commended the doctrine he professed by his constant 
courtesy, cheerfulness and kindliness. He carried 
sunshine with him, and his presence was a continual 
benediction. 

" His family and friends cannot but lament their own 
sore bereavement. But how great is the consolation 
of knowing that he has entered upon his everlasting 
reward, and that his eyes behold the King in His 
beauty!" 



At a meeting of the Executive Committee of Friends' 
First-Day School Association, held 4th month, 27th, 
1 88 1, the following minute was adopted: 

" Since the appointment of this Committee, a week 
ago, one member has been called from our midst. 
Our beloved friend, William C. Longstreth, wa3 chair- 
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man of nineteen successive Executive Committees 
during as many years, and his name has been closely 
connected with Bible school work since the organiza- 
tion of this Association. He bore faithful testimony 
by precept and example to his own hearty belief in 
the power of the Gospel of Christ, and to his desire 
that others should share in its benefits. While, there- 
fore, we mourn for our friend not as those without 
hope, there is a sense of our own loss, and a desire is 
quickened within us that we too may do our day's 
work in the day time." 



At a meeting of the Board of Managers of the 
Greenway Sabbath School Association, held May 2d, 
1 88 1 , the President having reported to the Board the 
death of William C. Longstreth. our Treasurer, which 
occurred at his residence in Gray's Lane, on April 
25th, i88i,the following minute was adopted as a 
part of the proceedings of the Board of this date : 

Mr. Longstreth, whose death we mourn, was among 
the earliest friends of the Greenway Mission; in- 
deed, in his family it was originated. For twenty 
years or more he was an active worker in the field, 
teaching a class in the Sunday School, and taking his 
part in the Thursday evening meetings. His presence, 
his counsel, his prayers, his means were never want- 
ing. But for his exertions and those of his wife, the 
school, humanly speaking, could not have been sus- 
tained. When it could no longer be continued in the 
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Public school-house, it was his welcome task and 
that of his friends to contribute the money to buy 
the land and build the house where the school now 
meets. But for him the house would not have been 
built ; and it stands and will stand as a monument of 
the untiring energy, perseverance, generosity and 
Christian faith of William C. Longstreth. 

The Board in adopting this minute for their records, 
feel that it is but a feeble expression of their sense of 
the loss they have sustained in the death of their de- 
parted friend.

As a friend, he was ever .just, &ithful, loving and 
courteous ; his cordial greeting and unselfish interest 
in the wel&re of others, drew many to his side, and 
enabled him to keep a firm hold on their affections. 

As a Christian, he rejoiced in the assurance of his 
own acceptance of the salvation offered through the 
atonement of Jesus Christ; was earnest in the pro- 
mulgation, support and defence of Evangelical Trujth ; 
and as one called to labor in the service of his Divine 
Master, ever watchful of his Guide and Leader; he 
was a successful worker in gathering souls to Christ, 
to whom he was ever mindful in his own humility to 
ascribe all the honor, all the glory, and all the praise. 

In the sacred relations of Husband and Father, 
none can speak of him as they can who have nestled 
and rested under the shadow of his own dear home. 
But all who have been favored to know him in his 
family, with his loved ones around him, will ever 
remember his as a lovely Christian home, and his 
instructive example as one marked with all the graces 
that should adorn such a position.
